Agawam woman, daughter held after passports taken

n Agawam woman and her 

6-year-old daughter who 
were reportedly trapped in Brazil 
after their passports were taken 
and they were placed on a no- 
fly list at risk of being arrested 
if they tried to leave the country, 
announced at presstime that a 
Brazilian judge has ordered the 
return of their passports. 


Shauna Hadden, 33, and her 
daughter, Ava Machado, trav- 
eled to Brazil in May to visit with 
Ava’s father who was deported 
from the United States to Brazil 
in 2010. When he and Hadden 
divorced in 2009, he signed over 
all custody of Ava to Hadden, ac- 
cording to “Trapped in Brazil,” 
a newly created Facebook page 
documenting their ordeal.

Council to vote on 
zoning change

Agawam — The city council, at 
its Monday, July 8 meeting, voted 
to move an ordinance to amend 
the town’s zoning to 
include “Residence A- 
6,” a low-density multi- 
family community zone, 
to the next agenda for a 
final vote. 

The town’s planning 
board approved — the 
zone change at a meet- 
ing May 2. 

Developer Mark Benoit, who 
owns property on South Street 
that was approved for an over-55 
community several years ago, said 
the new zone would be good for 
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the town in that it would provide 
a new tool for bringing about resi- 
dential developments. He told the 
council during a public hearing on 
the matter that he was putting to- 
gether a plan to develop the South 
Street land as a non-age restricted 
community under 
Residence A-6. 

“Tf approved, I will 
petition the zone to 
be changed to A-6,” 
he said. The council’s 
legislative subcom- 
mittee met on_ the 
matter last month and put forth 
a recommendation that the full 
council approve the ordinance. 

“It’s going to open up a new 
class of housing,” said Councilor

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Lasting legacy 


‘Great Class of ‘55’ makes special 
donation to original AHS

Agawam — They were known 
as “The Great Class of ‘55.” Not 
only did the class graduate from 
Agawam High School during the 
town’s centennial year, but they 
were also the last class to graduate 
from the town’s first high school. 

Like many post-World War II 
classes, they had no pretenses. 
They were considered a_hard- 
working, forward-looking group 
of students. The approximately 
90 students in the class year de- 
veloped a special bond because of 
their twin distinction of being the 
school’s last graduating class and 
graduating during the centennial. 

This uniqueness has been a great 
source of pride to the Class of *55, 
which has gathered every five 


years for a reunion. In 2005 class 
members joined in the town’s ses- 
quicentennial festivities, celebrat- 
ing for three days. 

They've hung together for a 
long time — and now the class is 
once again hanging out at their old 
school. Members of the Class of 
1955 Reunion Committee recently 
presented a framed photo board 
of their class to Marc Constanz1, 
principal of the Roberta G. Doer- 
ing School. 

The school on Main Street 
— now named for a school commit- 
tee member who has served on the 
committee for more than 40 years 
— was the town’s high school from 
1922 until the current high school 
opened in the fall of 1955. The 
words “Agawam High School” re- 
main carved in stone at top front of 
the building but are covered by a

AHS ‘most challenging’ status

gawam High School is one 

of more than 2,000 high 
schools to earn national recogni- 
tion recently by being identified 
as a “challenging high school’ by 
a national media outlet. 

Agawam School Superinten- 
dent William Sapelli announced 
at the June 26 school commit- 
tee meeting that AHS made The 
Washington Post’s 2013 list 
of “America’s Most Challeng- 
ing High Schools.” Sapelli said 
this 1s a “prestigious honor” for 
the school — which made the list 
for the first time. Agawam was 
among the top 9 percent out of

Raising awareness for 
ovarian cancer

The Springfield Turnverein will host a 
benefit for Catie Chaffee on Friday, July 19, 
from 6 to 11 p.m. 

Chaffee, a 2008 graduate of Agawam High 
School, was diagnosed with ovarian cancer 
earlier this year. 

“She was in a lot of pain on New Year’s 
Eve of this year and that’s when they actu- 
ally found the tumor,” said Susan Owen, 
Chaffee’s mother and a resident of Feeding 
Hills. “They immediately put her in for sur- 
gery and we spent that night in the hospital 
waiting for her to get out of surgery.” 

After surgery, Chaffee visited Dana-Far- 
ber Cancer Institute. Her oncologist in Bos- 
ton directs her treatment plan to D’ Amour 
Center for Cancer Care in Springfield so she 
can stay closer to home during chemothera- 
py and recovery. 

“Her spirits are up and she’s doing great. 
She has a lot of confidence now and is feel- 
ing good now that she is out and about. She 
feels that it was a tremendous fight that she 
gave and she’s proud,’ said Owen. 

A home health aide, 24-year-old Chaffee 
has not been able to work in three months 
because of her treatment program. She and 
her husband, Jimmy, live in Springfield and 
have no children. 

“Catie just finished chemo and, of course, 
there are always bills and they have just 
overtaken them,’ shared Owen. “We are 
doing the benefit to try to raise awareness 
about ovarian cancer and to help them out to 
pay some of the medical bills and whatever 
needs to be paid now at this point.” 

Tickets for the benefit are $20 each with 
children under 12 free. Christine’s Cater- 
ing of Feeding Hills will offer a delicious 
summer menu and entertainment will be 
provided by DJ Brian Rondeau and Elvis to 
the Max, a local impersonator of the King of 
Rock and Roll. 

“T work with Max at McNairn Packaging 
in Westfield and he was thrilled to be asked 
to come and perform at the benefit,’ said 
Owen. “All of them have donated their time 
and talents to help make the benefit for Catie 
a success. We’re so thankful!” 

Owen is putting together the benefit for 
Chaffee with the help of her husband, Dale, 
and son, Brian Gross. She and a good friend 
will be making all the desserts for the event. 

Wilma Gillan, Chaffee’s grandmother, is 
also lending a hand with the fundraiser raffle,

Owen also mentioned that family and 
friends have created a 2014 American Can- 
cer Society Relay For Life team in support 
of Chaffee. 

“We’re called Catie’s Crusaders and the 
idea for the team was started by my niece, 
Ann Marie Jaeger. We’re starting to plan 
now for next year so we can be really pre- 
pared for it,” said Owen. 

There are currently seven members on the 
team. They plan to participate in the Aga- 
wam event scheduled for next spring, right 
around the time when Chaffee hopes to be 
back again fishing with her husband.

Robert Magovern, who added the change 
could help generate “thousands of dollars in 
taxes.” 

Councilor Cecilia Calabrese questioned 
whether any provisions were included about 
solid waste removal, a hot topic the council 
faced during the budget public hearing last 
month when a number of condominium 
owners in town spoke out about feeling like 
second class citizens with regard to town 
trash removal. Calabrese ultimately ab- 
stained from the vote. 


CPA committee holds public hearing 

The Community Preservation Committee 
held its annual meeting and public hearing 
May 29, according to Community Preserva- 
tion Act Administrator Jennifer Bonfiglio. 

The committee consists of nine members, 
including members representing the histori- 
cal commission, conservation commission, 
planning board, recreation commission, 
housing authority, and four members ap- 
pointed by the Agawam Town Council. The 
purpose of the CPA is to provide a dedicated 
source of funding, which can only be used 
for open space, community housing, his- 
toric resources and recreational land. Funds 
are independent of the town budget and all 
project ideas are publicly driven and de- 
bated, said Bonfiglho. The Community 
Preservation Act is a state law that allows 
municipalities to place a surcharge of up to 3 
percent on homeowners’ property taxes. The 
state then matches a percentage of the funds 
raised, and the town can use the money for 
preservation of open space, restoration of 
historic buildings, and affordable homes on

the recommendation of the CPC. In Aga- 
wam, homeowners are assessed a | percent 
surcharge for CPA, said Henry Kozloski, 
chairman of the town’s CPC. While the state 
matched 100 percent of the money raised 
when CPA was first adopted, it has hovered 
around 25 percent in recent years. According 
to a PowerPoint presentation Bonfiglio gave 
at the meeting the Community Preservation 
Act funds total $1.5 million with an average 
cost of $28.62 to homeowners each year. 
Since 2003, CPA revenues total $6.8 million 
while expenses total $5 million. Through 
CPA, historic buildings/sites can be identi- 
fied, bought, improved or protected; recre- 
ational opportunities can be expanded; open 
space and recreation land can be acquired, 
protected or improved; affordable house can 
be repaired and offered permanently to se- 
niors, families and other qualified individu- 
als. For example, the median income for a 
family of four to qualify for CPA funding 
is $68,900. There are 242 total units in the 
Agawam Housing Authority, 227 of which 
are occupied. The vacant units are due to de- 
struction of $320,000 to four units. A total 
of 159 families or individuals are on a wait- 
ing list. The CPC plans to hold a meeting 
in the future to discuss community housing 
and will likely invite Agawam Housing Au- 
thority board members to join. The CPC is 
currently in the process of developing a five- 
year spending plan due to recent legislation 
changes to the Community Preservation Act, 
said Bonfiglio. Starting this fall, the CPC will 
likely meet twice a month to put together the 
plan.

from the Shoemaker Lane solar project. 

“T am pleased to have been able to work 
with such a great organization as Westmass 
Area Development Corporation to complete 
the beautiful Agawam Regional Industrial 
Park project,’ said Cohen.

sign with the school’s current name. 

The photo board is composed of gradua- 
tion portraits of each class member. It hangs 
near the school’s entrance. Reunion commit- 
tee members said it will serve as a legacy to 
their “great” class and also offer an inspira- 
tion for success to other classes that pass by 
the photos in years to come. 


‘A caring and thoughtful’ class 

“We did a lot of growing-up in ‘our’ 
school,” said Nino Moretti, chair of the re- 
union committee. “This was — and still is—a 
caring and thoughtful group of people.” 

Moretti, Audrey (Letendre) Guertin, 
Linda (Knighton) Calabrese, and Carolyn 
(Fogg) Calabrese visited the school in mid- 
June school to check out the photo board’s 
location. 

“Our classes were small — and that close- 
ness made it special for us. Everybody knew 
everybody, the teachers knew your family, 
and it was an age of innocence when life was 
much simpler,’ said Carolyn Calabrese. 

According to Calabrese, the idea of a do- 
nating a photo board was presented to the 
class at its 50th reunion in 2005. Photos were 
compiled from the yearbook and Guertin 
later volunteered to script names beneath the 
photos and have it framed for longevity. 

“This means a lot to all of us — even those 


who couldn’t be here,’ said Guertin, who 
now lives in Feeding Hills, as she looked at 
the photos of her former classmates. 

“Tt was a class effort — and it’s so fitting to 
have it at our old school,’ said Carolyn Cala- 
brese. The photo board is outside the princi- 
pal’s office, a place that Calabrese spent a lot 
of time as a student. 

“T had a desk in the outer office. I sat at 
it when I had a free period. I was a runner. 
There was no intercom system, so when the 
office needed to get messages to a classroom, 
they sent me. I spent a lot of time running up 
and down the stairs in this school.” 


Teaching ‘was untouchable’ 

Moretti, who now resides in Florida and 
Simsbury, Conn., remembers the school 
“as a great place” from which to graduate. 
“T belonged to a number of clubs, the band, 
the orchestra, chorus, and baseball. Many of 
us believe our education was the best. Core 
subject teaching was untouchable and the ef- 
forts spent on our behalf were reflected later 
on when many of us went off to college,” 
recalled Moretti, who attended Notre Dame 
and then went into government service. 

Now a West Springfield resident, Carolyn 
Calabrese said there weren’t as many oppor- 
tunities for girls to participate in sports when 
she was a student. “I was in a lot of plays and 
worked on the yearbook, but after school I 
had a part-time job in Springfield.” 


Agawam woman, daughter held in Brazil

in a letter written by her cousin, Stephanie 
Fleming Montessi. 

When they arrived in Brazil in late May, 
however, Hadden said she sensed a change in 
her ex-husband’s demeanor and “‘felt a sud- 
den sense of worry” at how adamant he was 
that they “hurry up and get there. 

“When I broached the topic that we may 
not make the trip nght away and instead visit 
some friends first, Ava’s father became en- 
raged and angry,” said Hadden. 

She traveled instead, to Fortaleza, Brazil to 
stay with a family she knew there, where she 
remains today. 

“We Skyped and talked on the phone with 
Ava’s father for two days and he made nu- 
merous threats regarding taking custody of 
Ava and making sure we never leave [Bra- 
zil],’ she said. 

Then on June 6 — two weeks into her 
three-week visit — the federal police in Brazil 
showed up with a court order to confiscate 
Ava’s passport and took Hadden’s as well. 

“T was made aware that [Junior] attempted 
to get custody and was denied, however, he 
asked for a visit, which is why they detained 
us and took our passports,” Hadden said. 

“Obviously, she turned them over not 
knowing she had any other choice,” her aunt, 
Cynthia Ayre of Feeding Hills, said last week. 
“She’s not in any physical danger. At the mo- 
ment, we believe she’s safe.” 

Unfortunately, because she’s been added 
to ano-fly list and she’s without her passport, 
Hadden cannot leave Brazil, Ayre said, add- 
ing Junior had until Friday, July 5 to respond 
to the court’s decision to grant one super- 
vised visit with his daughter. At presstime, no 
agreements were signed. 

“She’s worried about her job. They’re not 
paying her and obviously her vacation time is 
up,’ Ayre said. “She’s in a master’s program 
here and she’s got an amazing opportunity 
for an internship as a result of that master’s 
program.... but if she doesn’t make it back, 
she’s going to lose that.” 

In addition, Ava is scheduled to attend 
Phelps School in the fall, said Ayre, who

hopes that the growing interest in the Trapped 
in Brazil Facebook page as well as recent 
media coverage will help to bring her family 
members home. At presstime, the page had 
nearly 12,000 fans. 

“We’ve spoken to [Congressman Richard] 
Neal’s office and he has contacted the Ameri- 
can Embassy, who has said they’re doing 
what they can,’ said Ayre. “I understand the 
American Embassy called Shauna a few days 
ago, but still nothing has been resolved.” 

Ayre said she has also spoken to local and 
national news outlets and that the family 
has done several radio interviews. U.S. Sen. 
Elizabeth Warren has also called the fam- 
ily, but Ayre said she was unaware of what 
— if anything — Warren’s office was doing on 
Hadden’s behalf. 

William Tranghese, a spokesperson for 
Neal, said last week that Neal has “raised 
this matter directly with the appropriate offi- 
cials at the State Department” and expressed 
his concerns about the health and welfare of 
Hadden and her daughter. 

“In his opinion, Shauna and Ava should 
have their passports returned immediately 
and be allowed to return to the United States 
without further delay,” said Tranghese. “He 
will continue to have conversations with se- 
nior foreign service representatives in Wash- 
ington and Brazil until Shauna Hadden and 
her daughter are home safely.” 

“They’re in a very safe location and they’re 
doing fine,’ said Hadden’s mother, Linda 
Hadden, last week. She added, ““They want to 
come home, obviously.” 

On Wednesday, July 10, as Agawam Ad- 
vertiser News was going to press, Hadden an- 
nounced via Facebook that “the decision has 
been made by the Federal Regional Judge... 
to return our passports immediately and let us 
return to the USA.” 

According to “Trapped in Brazil,’ their 
names were also taken off the no fly list ef- 
fective immediately. 

“T want to thank all of you for your love, 
support and prayers,’ Hadden wrote. “You 
have helped more than you know. You are 
part of the reason we are going home!” 
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The AHS Class of 55 have hung together for a long time -— and now a 
photo board with their graduation portraits hangs in what was the original 
AHS and is now the Roberta G. Doering School on Main Street. They were 
the last high school class to graduate from the school. 


She said another reason some students 
didn’t participate in after-school activities 
was because the school was on split ses- 
sions. “The school had become overcrowded 
— many of the classes behind us were much 
larger — so high school students attended 
morning sessions and junior high students 
came in the afternoon.” 

Calabrese added that she has “a ton of 
memories — good ones” from the school. 
“When I graduated, I married my AHS 


sweetheart.” 

Linda Calabrese (no relation to Carolyn) 
found her best friend in the halls of AHS. 
“And, after 62 years, Sara Jo Cameron Turn- 
er is still my best friend.” 

Moretti said the class spent six years at the 
school, attending grades 7 through 12. “We 
always thought the photos should be hung 
here since this is where we want to be re- 
membered.” 


Efforts earn AHS 'most challenging’ status

able to pass on the recognition to teachers 
and students for all of their efforts.” 

Lemanski added that it was important 
to report this positive news to the school 
committee because of their support for the 
school’s program. “Making this list gives 
the school credibility for the initiatives we 
take — and the school committee is willing 
to support us because of our progress. The 
recognition also provides evidence and moti- 
vation for students and teachers considering 
AP courses.” 

The annual list was compiled by The 
Post’s Jay Mathews, an education columnist 
for 40 years. He and his team of researchers 
have been ranking Washington, D.C.-area 
public high schools since 1998. In 2011, he 
expanded his “Challenge Index” — his mea- 
sure of a school’s effectiveness in preparing 
students for college — to include high schools 
nationwide. 

Mathews explained in his report that he 
compiles the rankings by taking the total 
number of college-level tests — Advanced 
Placement (AP), International Baccalaureate 
(IB) and Advanced International Certificate 
of Education (AICE) — given at a school 
each year and divides it by the number of se- 
niors who graduated the previous year. 

The Challenge Index is designed to iden- 
tify schools that “have done the best job in 
persuading average students” to take col- 
lege-level courses and tests. Public schools 
that achieved a minimum ratio of 1.000, 
meaning the school had as many tests in 
2012 as it had graduates, were included on 
the national list. 

Once the list was compiled, schools were 
then ranked in order of ratio. The highest ra- 
tio of 23.571 was achieved by a public char- 
ter school in California. AHS was ranked 


1,428 and had a ratio of 1.622. Within the 
state, AHS was ranked 54 out of 87 Massa- 
chusetts high schools. 

The Challenge Index does not include any 
schools that draw a high concentration of 
top students — such as a magnet or special- 
ized charter school — with an average SAT or 
ACT (American College Testing) score that 
exceeds the highest average for any school in 
the country with normal enrollment. 

Any school with an average SAT score 
of 2000 or above or average an ACT score 
of 29.3 or above would not be included on 
this year’s list. Those schools are put on The 
Post’s “public elite” list. 

According to Mathews, taking college- 
level tests are important because they give 
average students a chance to “experience the 
trauma of heavy college reading lists and 
long, analytical college examinations.’ He 
added that research has found that even low- 
performing students who received only a 2 
on an AP test did significantly better in col- 
lege than similar students who did not take 
AP. 

The rankings also include the percentage 
of a school’s students whose family incomes 
are low enough to qualify for federally sub- 
sidized lunches and who also apply for that 
program. The portion of subsidized-lunch 
applicants gives an estimate of a school’s 
poverty level. On the Challenge Index, this 
percentage for AHS was 25 percent.

WESTFIELD — Westfield State Uni- 
versity is saying “thank you” in big 
and small ways to its student veterans. 
Starting this August, the university will 
increase its tuition assistance to eligible 
veterans under the Yellow Ribbon Pro- 
gram. 

“The Yellow Ribbon Program basi- 
cally means that fees not normally cov- 
ered by the post-9/11 GI bill will now be 
covered,” said William LaFever, Veteran 
and Military Services coordinator for the 
university.

Westfield 
State will always seize every opportu- 
nity to improve veteran benefits and to 
acknowledge the unique experiences and 
perspectives our veterans bring to cam- 
pus life,” said Evan S. Dobelle, president, 
Westfield State University. 

Westfield graduate Manney Marreo, a 
former Marine who served two tours in 
Iraq, said he believes the Yellow Ribbon 
Program will alleviate some stress for 1n- 
coming student veterans. 

“Tt means that their time at Westfield 
can be dedicated to academics, instead of 
worrying about taking out extra loans,” 
Marreo said. “It will be a great support.”

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heat-related illnesses 


SPRINGFIELD — The summer heat has re- 
turned, and along with it for those having fun 
in the sun or working outdoors comes the risk 
of heat-related illnesses. 

As with many illnesses, the best defense is 
prevention, according to Dr. Joseph Schmidt, 
vice chair, Emergency Medicine, Baystate 
Medical Center. 

“Those at greatest risk for developing a 
heat-related illness are children under five 
years of age and people 65 years of age and 
older, who have the least ability to regulate 
their body temperatures,” he said. 

Overweight people and others with chronic 
illnesses such as heart disease or high blood 
pressure, as well as those on certain medica- 
tions, are also at high risk. 

Schmidt suggests the following hot weather 
tips to keep you safe: 

e Stay out of the heat. Avoid direct sunlight 
and strenuous activity outdoors. If possible, 
remain indoors. If you do not have air condi- 
tioning, consider visiting a location that does, 
such as the mall or a movie theater. 

e Dress for the weather. Wear lightweight, 
light-colored, loose-fitting clothing and a 
broad-brimmed hat when outdoors. Stay away 
from polyester in favor of cotton and linens, 
which are better at repelling the sun’s heat. 
Also, consider wearing sunglasses and putting 
on a sunscreen with an SPF 15 or greater. 

e Drink plenty of liquids. Begin drinking 
before you go outside and, if exercising, drink 
one quart of liquid an hour to replace lost flu- 
id. Avoid caffeinated beverages and alcohol, 
which can contribute to the loss of more body 
fluid. Also, if taking water pills or on a fluid 
restrictive diet, consult with your physician 
before increasing your liquid intake. 

¢ Take it slow and easy. Postpone athletic 
activity during high heat and humidity. Limit 
outdoor activities to the morning and evening. 
Drinking sports beverages can replace lost salt 
and minerals when you sweat. However, those 
on low-salt diets should check with their doc- 
tor before drinking sports beverages. If you 
work outdoors, in addition to drinking plenty 
of liquids and dressing appropriately, pace

yourself and take frequent short breaks in the 
shade. 

e Eat smaller meals. Instead of the usual 
rule of eating three square meals a day, eat 
smaller meals more frequently on days when 
the sun turns up the heat. Also, avoid high-pro- 
tein foods which can increase metabolic heat. 

Extreme heat affects the body’s ability to 
safely regulate its temperature, often 

resulting in heat-related illnesses such as 
heat exhaustion, heat stroke, or heat cramps. 

Sweating is the body’s natural defense to 
cooling itself. However, when humidity is 
high, sweat does not evaporate as quickly, pre- 
venting the body from releasing heat quickly 
and resulting in a rapid rise of body tempera- 
ture. 

Warning signs of an oncoming heat-related 
illness could include excessive sweating, leg 
cramps, flushed skin, nausea and vomiting, 
dizziness, headache and rapid pulse. If these 
occur, Schmidt suggests getting out of the heat 
and drinking liquids. If you don’t feel better 
soon, call your doctor or visit your local emer- 
gency department. 

“Heat stroke can cause death or permanent 
disability and requires immediate emergency 
medical treatment,’ Schmidt said about the se- 
rious condition which can cause damage to the 
brain and other vital organs. 

Warning signs of heat stroke can vary, but 
may include the following: body temperature 
of 103 degree Fareheit or higher, dizziness, 
throbbing headache, nausea, confusion, a 
rapid, strong pulse, and in extremely critical 
cases, unconsciousness. 

“Tn addition to taking care of yourself from 
the ill-effects of the heat, don’t forget to check 
on elderly relatives and neighbors several 
times a day to make sure they are safe and 
free from any signs of heat exhaustion or heat 
stroke,” said Schmidt. 

He also reminds parents and caregivers that 
hot weather and vehicles can be a deadly com- 
bination for kids. “Children are at serious risk 
for heat stroke when left alone even for a few 
minutes in a closed vehicle or even in one with 
the window left slightly open,” Schmidt said.
